J. Marvin Sweat, 33, of 165 Doug- 
las. street, Atlanta attorney and pro- 
proprietor of a citrus exchange, was 
shot and probably fatally wounded 


Wednesday afternoon when a negro 


robber grappled for possession ot 
Sweat’s revolver and the weapon was 
discharged, The shooting occurred 


in the offices of the Atlanta Citrus 


Company, 45 Alabama street, under | 


the Central avenue viaduct. 

Sweat was shot through the left 
lung and at Grady hospital! it was 
feared his wound would preve tatal. 
The bullet, a .3S-ealiber slug, struck 
him just above the heart, passed 


through the Jung and emerged under | 


: his left shoulder !ade 


Conscious when aid reacted him, 


| Sweat gave a description of the rob 


ber, whom he described as “a big, tail, 
yellow negro with a handkerchief over 
his face.” He added, “He beat me to 
sar” 

Later, at Grady hospital, Detectives 
John Chester and Frank Watson, of 
the homicide squad, were - permitted 
to talk to the wounded man. Accord- 
ing to the officers, Sweat told them 
that he was alone in his citrus ex- 
change at about 4 o'clock when the 
negro, masked with a handkerchief 
and carrying a short crowbar, ep- 
tered. 

Sweat said he realized the in- 
truder was a bandit and reached for 
his revolver, in a drawer. The negro 
caught his wrist, he said, and al- 
though he fired four times at the rob 
ber, be was unable to hit him. Just 
as he pulled the trigger the fifth time, 
Sweat said, the negro wrenched at 
his arm, causing him to shoot him- 
self above the heart. Before be slump- 
ed to the floor, he fired the sixih 
time, but told detectives he did no 
think he wounded the negro, wh6 fled. 

A. N. Porter, of 211 West Vesta 
avenue, College Park, an assistant to 
Sweat, was the first to reach the 
wounded man. He was followed short- 
ly afterward by Tillou Von Nunes, 
law associate of Sweat, and . 
Roan, 19, of 1145 Arlington avenue. 
S. W., another assistant. They called 
a Grady ambulance and the wounded 
man was removed to the hospital. 

A transfusion. with Roan as the 
doner of the blood, was given late 
Wednesday afternoon. It was said 
that the wounded man reacted favor- 


. ably.

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Hoover Scraps Plans 


In Whirlwind Drive 


President’s ‘‘Few Speeches’ Develop Into 
Scores As He Seeks To Spread Doctrine 
of Fear To Avert Defeat.

| Hurtling to an end that will see both 
Hoover and Roosevelt on the go in 
strategic territory, the presidential 
campaign has reached a gripping point 
unforeseen this day four months ago. 
Then it was that the democratic 
nominee set off the party conflict in 
the .ddress to the Chicago conven- 
tion that called for a change and 
sought bi-partisan support to -work 
for better times under the democratic 


| pennant. 

That summons brought immediate 
and repeated challenges from admin- 
istration speakers. 

It has remained for these closing 
days, however, to add the stress that 
will characterize the campaign in bis- 
tory. Tossing early plans out the win- 
dow, President Hoover is carrying out 
a stumping role such as men in his 
office have rarely enacted. 

Seconded by the republican orators 
i). all sections, he has emphasized tLe 
contention that a change of admi 
istration at this time and especially 
one favoring policies that he attributes 
to his opponents, would be disastrous. 
Tomorrow he carries his message into 
the midwest for the fifth time for 
addresses at Springfield, Ill., St. Louis 
and St. Paul, evidencing again how 
vital the electoral votes of the cen- 


| tral states are considered. 


Governor Roosevelt and those asso- 
ciated in his cause, meanwhile, have 
insisted that republican forebodings 
in case of democratic victory are 
baseless and absurd. Concentrating 
final endeavors in New England and 
New York, the nominee is standing on 
predittions that the day will be his 


next Tuesday regardless of opposition 
warnings. 

Senator Swanson, of Virginia, chair- 
man o* the democratic senatorialeam- 
paign Gemmittee, in a statement today 
gave his opinion that not only will 
the Roosevelt-Garner ticket win “by 
a substantial majority,” but also “the 


‘ 


psenate will be democratic by a good 
majority and the present democratic 
membersbip in the house of repre- 
sentatives will be increased.” 

But Secretary Mills, freshly back 
from speeches in New England and to 
the westward, reported he found 
everywhere ‘“‘a tremendous swing to- 
ward the president.” 

“The only question left,” he said, “is 
whether it will have reached its max- 
imum by election day.” 

Even though this week has already 
seen his major effort for New York’s 
votes and his eyes are on the 55 of I)- 
linois, Missouri and Minnesota, in 
which states he speaks next, the presi- 
dent,is by no means willing to let the 
New York campaign slacken. He con- 
ferred today with George Z. Medalie, 
federal attorney fog the state and the 
party's senatorial nominee, 


Contradicting democratic claims, 
Medalie told newspapermen the Em- 
pire State would give Hoover and Cur- 
tis over 200,000 majority; and that he 
expected to defeat Senator Wagner 
for re-election. 

The peak of the democratic ¢am- 
paign in New York city soon will be 
reached, with Owen D. Young joining 
Governor Roosevelt in speeches there 
tomorrow night as a prelude to the 
Madison Square Garden get-together 
set for Saturday night. Alfred E. 
Smith headed into Troy tonight for his 
latest effort to help the national and 
state tickets. 

One of the items standing out to 
complicate calculations as to the out- 
come is the extent to which the demo- 


cratic wooing of republicans will suc- 
ceed. Owen Young's appearance is to 
be at a rally of the “Republican-for- 
Roosevelt League.” 

With Secretary Stimson in Dayton, 
Ohio, tonight and Vice President Cur- 
tis and other administration leaders 
touring in various sections on behalf 
of the president, the country at the 
same time watches other mén long 
identified with the republican party 
campaigning now in behalf of the dem- 
derats.*nd on the Pacific coast 
is Senator Norris, of Nebraska, and 
on Friday in Chicago Senator John- 


son, of California, again will speak 
for a change at Washington.

President ‘Talking To 
Scare American People,’

HOOVER 10 VOTE 
AT PACIFIC HOME 


President Again Attacks 
Democratic Tariff Poli- 
cies in Address.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 2.—(#)—By 
telephone and radio, President Hoover 
tonight directly informed California 
and the nation he intended “coming 
home to vote” at the end of an eley- 
enth-hour transcontinental campaign 
swing. 

The chief executive disclosed his 
final campaign plans in a _ political- 
address in the Carlton hotel here, 
during which he renewed his attacks 
upon democratic tariff policies and as- 
serted that if that party is placed in 
power agricultural “products will rot 
on the farm.” 

Under a democratic “regime,” he 
said, the country “‘would go back to 
conditions of depression worse than 
that thorugh which we have passed.” 

The president delivered his address 
directly across the continent by tele- 
phone and then broadcast by radio. 
He included the Pacific coast states 
of Oregon and Washington in his 
address. 

Before making the speech, Mr. Hoo- 
yer advised Edward ©. Stokes, chair- 
man of the New Jersey republican 
campaign committee, that he had not 
changed his attitude toward prohihi- 
tion since his address accepting the 
renomination. 

Stands for Change. 

At that time, Mr. Hoover said that 
“in order to remedy present evils, a 
change is necessary.” He suggested 
that each state be allowed to handle 
the liquor problem as it saw fit, with

CLEVELAND. Nov. 
|A. F. Whitney said today he had in- 
formed President Hoover by telegram 
of threats which were said to have 
been made by Lawrence Richey. presi- 
dential secretary, against John Marri- 
nan, former secretary to Hoover. who 
now is supporting Governor Frank- 
lin Roosevelt.

National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
who criticized, recent activities of the 
board. ; . 

Amicable adjustment of the row 
precipitated by the stinging criticism 
of tlhe department which Swann made 
was seen when the board asked the 


rengineer to send copies of tests made 


in other large cities, and expressed a 
willingness to co-operate with the 
board to “bring the Atlanta depart- 
ment to a high state of efficiency and 
cffectiveness.” 

““he board meeting was slated to 
consider sweeping economies in the 
Atlanta fire department. which were 
recommended earlier Wednesday by 
W. Evans Chambers, survey expert 
of the city government, but because of 
the lateness of the hour and the short 
time it had to study the recommenda- 
tions, consideration was deferred to 
later session. 

Chambers recommended savings he 
said would exceed $100.000 a year. 
Included among them were cutting off 
of 53 members of the department and 
shifting of others so that 270 men 
would be available to fight fire where 
only 257 are now assigned to that 
duty. 

The board of firemasters also re- 
fused to grant Captain.Roy V. Clay- 
ton pay for two days Juring which 
he attended the funeral of his brother. 
C. C. Clayton. for whose murder he 
if now onder indietmént by a Fulton 
county grand jury. 

Swann reiterated charges that men 
had been elevated in a recent elec- 
tion who were mentally and physicaliy 
incompetent and named them. He 
also reiterated a charge that Chief 
John Terrell’s recommendations were 
not followed. that building codes are 
being disregarded and that failure to 
observe them is creating additional 
fire hazards.

Federal Government Deficit 
Increased to $629,889,093 
At End of First Four Months 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(4)—Oc-' 
tober saw an.addition of $227.941,129 
to the federal deficit, making the total 
for the first four months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year $629,889,098. The ex- 
cess of expenditures for the corre- 
sponding period last year was $674,- 
575,961. . 

The @aily treasury statement show- 
ed the principal changes in receipts as 
between the two periods were a de- 
crease of about $132,000,000 in income 
‘tax revenues this year as compared 
with last, and a drop of about 3$50.- 
000,000 in custom receipts, partially 
offset by an increase of $58,000,000 in 
miscellaneous internal revenue. Total 
receipts, exclusive of negligible “spe- 
cial funds.” aggregated $559,358,377 
compared with $703.629,;674 last year. 

A fall of about $175.000,000 in gov- 
ernment expenditures during the four 
months under review was shown, the 
tetal of $1.189.821.387 spent thus far 
this fiscal year comparing with 
$1,364,750,524 disbursed in the same 


>tures were pared about $176.000,000 
in the four-month period, but interest 
requirements on the public debt rose 
$41,000,000. and expenditures on ac- 
count of adjusted service certificates 
amounted to $100,000.000, whereas, no 
expenditure in this direction was made 
in the corresponding period last year. 
A reduction of about $25,000,000 over 
last year was also effected in postal 
deficiency. 

Miscellaneous «internal revenue, 
which includes most of the new tax 
levies of the last session of congress, 
continued to rise during October, 
amounting to $78,007,192 compared 
with $72,743,600 in September, $54,- 
557.740 in August and $42,426,582 in 
July. Treasury officials insist this 
item has yet to show its maximum 
revenue producing strength -because of 
extreme leniency in filing returns and 
making remittances.

The letters warn- 
ed the editors that they must refuse 
to print. any further notices of land 
or property for sale to meet debts. 

The two sinister warnings were 
made public several days after they 
were discovered, the police authorities 
having refused to divulge their con- 
tents earlier, believing they would be 
better able to discover the perpetra- 
tors if the letters were kept secret. 

The letters, which were. identical, 
were written so poorly they could 
hardly be deciphered and there were 
many misspelled words. They read as 
follows : 

“We notifie you not to advertis 
any more land or proper for sale 
to pay deates. We are going to

Force Bidding 


Defended by Author, Sims 


Contract Bridge Expert 
Defends New Method 
Used in Opening Hands, 
Compared With Old. 


(This is the second of three ar- 
ticles on the rival Sims and Culbert- 
son contract bidding systems. Yes- 
terday Tom O'Neil described the dif- 
ferences in the systems, Today Sims 
compares the systems. Tomorrow 
the Culbertson viewpoint will be 
presented.)

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(4)-—In 
contrast to my requirements for open- 
ing the bidding first and second hand, 
an archaic method still in vogue per- 
mits openings in those positions with 
the achear holding of 21-2 honor 
tricks. Such openings often are fol- 
lowed by catastrophes. 

In the first or second position, the 
player has no knowledge of the other 
three hands. For safety’s sake, among 
other things, requirements for start- 
ing the auction must be greater than 
after opponents™have indicated that 
they do not have powerful hands. 
When previous positions have passed, 
third and fourth positions can appre- 
ciate that there is no tremendous 
alignment of cards against them. 

From the standpoint of first and 
second positions, there is a distinct 
strategy in re-entering the bidding 
after you have passed, a strategy not 
available if your opponents realize 
you would open if you had two and 
one-half tricks, the half at times con- 
sisting ‘of nothing but an utterly 
worthless queen in one suit and knave 
in another. If first or second posi- 
tion passes and then makes a defen- 


sive overcall, less trouble is likely to | 
result under my requirements. Your | 
opponents know that perhaps you | 
passed a semi-rock-crusher. Cham-| 
pionship players Aong since have dis- 
carded the foolish way of opening and | 
bidding taught novices. 

The one-over-one force of the Sims’ 
system enables information to be ex- 
changed freely hy partners without 
risk, is precise in arriving at game 
and slam contracts, and helfs part- 
ners to stop and sign off before ar- | 
riving at utterly impossible commit- | 
ments. We have a leeway principle. 
Opponents of players using the one- | 
over-one force don't know from the | 
bidding what types of hand they are | 


| anyone. 
have agreed on what we want to make 


up against. They are tempted to 
give you a clue to their cards by over- 
calls. They force with a bid of one 
higher than necessary, in which case 
the user of the one-over-one force 
waits for them to get into a contract 
they can’t make, because he realizes 
where the strength is. Those who bid 
one-over-one as an invitation don't 
get anywhere. If the original bidder 
fails to accept the invitation to bid 
again, his opponents surely are not 
going talet his partner get away with 
a cheap contract to take seven tricks. 
The forcing bid in low ranges is 
really essential to the easy exchange 
of information. 

A rival method of bidding stresses 
that suits must be bid originally in 
preference to no-trump, and what a 
terrible result with many hands! Oft- 
en hands of partners can make game 
or slam at no-trump if the correct 
hand of the two is the declarer. As- 
sume you have a couple of suits head- 
ed by ace and queen and a third head- 
ed by king-jack, and in the fourth 
nothing but the king and deuce. Bid 
your long suit and your partner is 
likely to deny by overcalling you with 
no-trump. You raise and there is a 
no-trump game contract with your 
hand as dummy. Your ace-queens and 
your king-jack and perhaps your once 
guarded king are led through, instead 
of up to. If you had bid no-trump 
originally, game would be easy because 
the leads would be up to your tenace 
combinations instead of through them. 
No-trump bids conceal your weakness 
from the enemy. Suit bids reveal it. 

I love it when followers of a cer- 
tain system bid slams in a guessing 
contest based on inferences as to to- 
tal honor tricks held. They dupli- 
cate values often and down they go. 
They think seven honor tricks-or so, 
indicated by original bids, forces and 
raises, means taking 12 tricks when 
often some of those honor tricks may 
be in the same suit, with no regard 
for a suit in which each partner has 
two or three losing cards. 

There is reasonable safety in the 
Sims method of slam bidding and sure- 
ly go after the big hands as much as 
After partner and myselt 


the trump, further bidding of other 
suits by either of us shows possession 
of an ace. Often one such ace-show- 
ing bid is all that is needed, Lack of 
such a bid from either partner is a 
stop signal. We stop short of the im- 
possible slam bids that the other fel- 
low stumbles into blindly. 

Anyhow, I am certain that the last 
word on contract bidding has not been 
written. So many players are using 
my methods that I guess I'll try and 
think up some new wrinkles.

Consultative Anti-War 
Treaty Suggested in 
New French Plan. 


PARIS, Nov. 2.—(#)—A consulta- 
tive anti-war pact with the United 
States is suggested in the new arms 
plan which France will present at Ge- 
neva on Friday, a report on foreign 
affairs to be submitted tomorrow to 
a convention of Premier Herriot’s 
radical-socialist party says. 

The plan also envisages the crea- 
tion of a general military staff to 
function when the peace of continental 


Europe is threatened, official French | 


quarters said today, 

This staff would have a fixed num- 
ber of trained soldiers at its disposal. 
The men would be assigned to the 
general staff by the various conti- 
nental countries who agree to the plan. 

The radical-socialist report on for- 
eign affairs, which will be@ presented 
to the party convention at Toulouse 
by Francois De Tessan, vice chairman 
of the foreign affairs committee of 
the chamber of deputies and one of 
Herriot’s closest political advisers, 
confirmed previous statements that 
the French arms plan attempts to de- 
fine an “aggressor nation.” 

The project also calls for abandon- 
ment of the rights of neutrality and 
says “if the United States accepts 
the Capper resolution to amend the 
Kellogg peace pact, a great step to- 
ward the problem of the liberty of the 
seas will have been achieved.” 

(Senator Arthur Capper, of Kan- 
sas, introduced a resolution in the 
senate last April designed to imple- 
ment the Kellogg pact by forbidding 
shipments of arms to violators of the 
pact and stopping trade and financial 
agreements with. violators.) 

An official spokesman stated, how- 
ever, that the United States would not 
be asked under the plan to promise 
anything in advance, but the French 
hope that America would not interfere 
in the functioning of the European 
peace ‘machine and would collaborate 
in the maintenance of peace or at 
least refrain from helping an ag- 
gressor.

AUDUBON POLICIES UPHELD. 

Indorsement of the policies of 
National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties was registered at the recently 
held national convention when these 
policies were indorsed by a vote of 
4,107 to 524, 

During the administration of Dr. 
T. Gilbert Anderson, who was fe- 
elected as president, the national 
association has been co-operating 
with other conservation agencies, 
government bureaus and state de- 
partments, and has not opposed rea- 
sonable legal hunting. This policy 
had been warmly’ opposed by a 
small group of members who would, 
to a great extent, outlaw hunting 
of most air fowl. 

It- is fortunate for the ultimate 
end sought: by the Audubon soci- 
eties—the preservation and increase 
of wild fowl—that this . mistaken 
minority was unsuccessful in its ef- 
forts to secure control of the asso- 
ciation. ‘It is clearly impossible to 
achieve the ends they seek, even

second lieutenant, 165th infantry, -ob- 
server (deceased); Joel H. McClen- 
don, first lieutenant, pilot (deceased) ; 
Charies- W, Plummer, second lieuten- 
ant, 101st field artillery, observer 
(deceased); Phillip R. Babcock, first 
lieutenant, pilot, and Joseph T. Pal- 
mer, second lieutenant, 15th field ar- 
tillery, observer. All of these men 
were attached to the 88th aero squad- 
ron air service. 

Under the protection of three pur- 
suit planes, each carrying a pilot and 
an gbserver, Lieutenants Bernheimer 
and Jordan, in charge of photo- 
graphic plane, carried out pb ee 
a hazardous photographic mission over 
the enemy’s lines to the Aisne river. 
The four American ships were at- 
tacked by 12 enemy planes. Lieuten- 
ant Bernheimer, by coolly and skill- 
fully maneuvering his ship, and Lieu- 
tenant Jordan, by accurate operation 
of his machine gun, in spite of 
wounds in the shoulder and leg, aided 
materially in the victory which came 
to the American ships and returned 
safely with 36 valuable photographs.

If anything were to be gained by 
combating germs in the mouth, thrvat | 
or nose (anything other than’ render- | 
ing the secretions or discharges less 
infective to other persons) it would 
be wise to make frequent, if . not 
habitual use of gargles, sprays or 
mouthwashes.

WITH INVENTION | 
BY DR. LIEBER 


Deaf peaple have heard music tort 
the first time through an inconspicu- | 
ous, portable. instrument, te inven- 
tien of Dr, Hugo Lieber, noted for | 
his research. here and abroad. 

Recently a demonstration was held | 
in New Yerk at which 50. mutes, some | 
wholly deaf, other partially, listened 
to a leeture and a musical recital, and | 
heard for the first time in years. 

Dr. Lieber’s device, known as the | 
convertible senotone, Is based on the | 
principle of hearing by the eonduction 
of sound through “the bone structure 
of the head .instead. of through the 
outer ear.. 

This principle was known to sci- 
enee for years, but former hearivg 
aids were based on forcing intensified 
sound waves through the impaired 
outer ear. This method, however, usual- 
lv results in distortion of sound and a 
strain on the subject. Dr. Lieber’s 
invention detours the sound around the 
oute? ear directly to the internal hear- | 
-jng organs, clearly, without strain. 

Only those whose bone conductivity 
is poor are not benefited by the inven- 
tion. Dr. Lieber said. These amount 
Io approximately 20 per cent: of the | 
deaf.

CANZONERI BOUT 
WITH PETROLLE 
DRAWS INTEREST 


Fans Flocking to Garden 
for Tickets; Fight Is 
“Natural.”

NEW YORK, Nov, 2.—()—One 
of those things the box fight business 
dreams of—a natural—is drawing fans 
to Madison Square Garden Friday 
night for the first championship 
match of the indoor season, a 15-round 
tilt between the lightweight champion 
Tony Canzoneri, and the battle 
scarred veteran, Billy Petrolle. o 

It wasn’t necessary to worry about 
Billy’s ability to make the 135-pound 
class limit, nor howl about the fact 
Canzoneri, in the general assumption 
that he will retain his title, has agreed 
to fight Jimmy McLarnin here in 
December, in order to develop a bally- 
hoo for the customers. 

They’ve been flocking to the Gar- 
den ticket windows in the very man: 
ner in which they poured out to set 
a new attendance record of over 21,- 
000 when McLarnin blasted Benny 
Leonard's comeback campaign.a few 
weeks ago. At top prices of $10 for 
ringside seats, the show appafently 
will play to another capacity house 
and gate receipts of about $90,000. 

Petrolile is fighting a champion with 
the title at stake for the first time 
in a decade of rough and ready mill- 
ing. 

The veteran from Fargo, N. D., 
fought a no-decision battle with Sam- 
my Mandell, in 1928, when the cheik 
of Rockford, Ili., was king of the 
lightweights. He met Louis Kid Kap- 
lan, featherweight titleholder, in an 
overnight bout at Hartford, Conn., 
in 1926, but neither Jimmy Goodrich, 
Rocky Kansas, nor Al Singer, a few 
of Canzonéri’s predecessors, would 
tangle with the old clo’ man from 
the west. 

He climbs into a ring swathed in 
a ragged Indian blanket and sits im- 
passively through announcements and 
such. He does his job like a plumber 
on piecework and then wanders back 
to his new home in Duluth. He's as 
plain and comfortable as a pair of 
old carpet slippers, and he not only 
lugs his own valise around, scorning 
trainshed red caps, but he carries 
his manager's bag as well. 

Petrolle’s comeback started two 
years ago with a 10-round decision 
over Canzoneri in Chicago when it 
seemed both he and Tony were headed 
rearward in the fight game. But Billy 
came straight on to knockout vie- 
tories over Justo Suarez, Eddie Ran, 
King Tut, Billy Townsend and Bat 
Battalino, decisions over McLarnin, 
and Lope Tenorio. Canzoneri, though 
not facing opposition as rugged.,: 
knocked Singer from the lightweight 
throne and bécame the town’s toast 
with his marvelous boxing and sturdy 
punching.

HUNGER’ PETITION 
SEIZED BY POLICE 


Marchers Begin Trek 
Back To British Homes 
After London Rioting. 


LONDON, Nov, 2.—(/)—After the 
first contingents of the 2,000 “hunger 
marchers” who swarmed into London 
last week from all parts of the United 
Kingdom were started homeward to- 
night, the mystery of what happened 
to their petition purportedly bearing 
one million names was solved. 

The.petition demanding abolition of 
the means test, which limits dole 
beneficiaries and which never reached 
the house of commons as was intend- 
ed, was confiscated by police when 
they learned it had been checked in 
the Charing Cross railway station 

Three men presented a check at the 
station for the bundle tonight and 
seemed angry when told it had been 
given to police. The men were inform- 


ed they would have to make their pro- 
test to railway authorities. 


When a deputation of the “hunger 
march” leaders—those: left after sev- 
eral were jailed—found their way to 
the house of commons blocked by po- 
lice last night, they turned in the 
petition bundle at the station, just as 
if it were a coat or bag. They received 
an ordinary receipt in exchange for it. 

The police, making inquiries at the 

Station, discovered what had heen 
done and secured the petition after 
— a request to railway authori- 
ies, 
_ Twenty-seven men were arraigned 
in court today on charges of participa- 
tion in the rioting last night. Two 
were sentenced to six months at hard 
labor, several others were fined and 
some of their cases were held over for 
a week, ,

- about two years~but it has made ship- 
ments this fall to Genoa, Hamburg, 


Rotterdam, Antwerp and other foreign 
points. 

A survey of ship manifests out of 
Savannah for the two months shows 


‘a most unusual and remarkable di- 


versity in the articles sent to other 
countries through this Georgia port.

The Strategy of Overcall- 
ing or Not Overcalling—lI | 


When the opponents hare opened 
the bidding with either one notrump 
or one of a suit, you and your partner 
are temporarily on the defensive, 
whether you will be so or not at the 
time the contracting is completed is 
as ‘yet unknown. The question of 
whether to take immediate § action 
when sitting back of the Opening pid- 
der, when you hold a hand containing 
considerable strength, cannot be tie- 
cided by hard and fast rules. As a 
certain expert player once said to a 
weak partner who had been tossing 
him all evening: 

“Get the idea out of your head 
that you are expected to bid evers 
time it comes around to you.” 


Assume the opponent on your right 
has opened the bidding with a suit 
bid of one. Of course, you may have 
a bust hand and would automatically 
pass; on the other hand, you may 
hold any number of hands contaiming 
anywhere from 11-2 to or more 
honor tricks. Paradoxical though it 
may sound, very often it is best to 
overcall immediately with a 11-2 
honor-trick hand and to pass. quickly 
with a 41-2 honor-trick hand. Passes 
of this latter type are quite uaturally 
strategic passes, as the pass mo 
mentarily denies holding even half as 
much strength as your hand contains. 

When the opponent has onened the 
bidding, a quick glance at your hand 
should tell you: First, whether you

You make this 
bid, firstly, as a nuisance bid, to in- 
terrupt, if possible, the lines of com- 
munication between the Opening bid- 
der and his partner, and secondly, to 
show your partner a possible line of 
defense, as asacrifice bid of four 
spades might eventually be found to 
be in order. In this situation, as a 
matter of fact, expert players sume- 
times make a Jump Over-call of two 
spades to make it more difficult for 
the opposition. However, using the 
ApproachForcing System, this is bad 
policy, as now your partner will not 
be able to have any faith in your 
sound Jump Overcalls, when, as aud

However, let us assume vulnerable 
opponents to have opened the bidding 
with one heart. You hoid a fairly 
large hand, containing over 4 honor- 
tricks and a 4-3-3-3 or a 4-4-3-2 dis- 
tribution, and you have something, in- 
cidentily, in heart Back of the heart 
bid. This is the ideal type of hand on 
which to make a strategic pass. An 
immediate Overcali will naturally stop 
the Responding Hand from makjng a 
response on a possibly shaded hold- 
ing. You pass and Responding Hand 
keeps the bidding open fer the UOpen- 
ing bidder. Your opponents may 
pretty soon get to the point where 
you can make a lucrative Penalty 
Double.

4. Assuming that southern Baptist 
women and girls spend 20 per cent 
less for beautification than the av- 
erage woman of the nation, the beau- 
ty bill totals $43,520,000. 

Gross wealth of southern Baptists
